A COUPLE and their four chil¬ 
dren have been left homeless 
following a devastating blaze 
at their “dream” home. 

Andrew Moss, his wife, 
Melanie, their four children 
aged 11, 9, 6 and 3, plus one 
of their children’s friends, 
aged 11, were asleep at their 
six-bedroom home - Autumn 
Lodge in Hill Row, Hadden¬ 
ham - when a fire started on 
the outside of the property. 

Within minutes, the 
flames, which are believed 
to have started in an external 
light fitting, were engulfing 
the property’s roof. 

The couple and all five of 
the children, who all attend 
King’s Ely, managed to escape 
unharmed but the property, 
which they only moved into 
around a month ago, has 
been virtually destroyed, 
leaving the family homeless. 

Andrew, who runs Horizon 
Retail Marketing Solutions 
Ltd in Ely, said: “It’s tragic but 


we’re trying to remain posi¬ 
tive. At the end of the day we 
could be in Addenbrooke’s 
fighting for our lives but we’re 
not and that’s all that mat¬ 
ters.” 

The blaze started at around 
2.50am yesterday and two 
fire crews from Ely, one from 


Sutton and one from Chatt¬ 
eris attended. 

Andrew said: “I woke up as 
I could hear cracking noises. 

“Our 6-year-old daugh¬ 
ter sleep walks so I got out 
of bed to check on her. I 
went through to her room 
and that’s when I saw that 


that the gable was on fire. I 
started screaming for every¬ 
one to wake up and get out 
of the house. I also ran into 
the bathroom to get bucket¬ 
fuls of water but there was no 
way I was going to be able to 
put the flames out; they were 
spreading really quickly. 


“We all got out the house 
and got as far away as pos¬ 
sible. The fire service were 
here within around 10 min¬ 
utes and were really good. It 
was awful to stand there and 
see our dream home burning 
before our eyes. The roof and 
ceiling had collapsed and 
everything I had worked hard 
for over the years was burn¬ 
ing down. 

“We lived in Ely for around 
10 years and moved here only 
a month ago as there was 
more room for the children. 
It’s a beautiful place here; we 
had big plans.” 

Melanie’s mum and dad 
travelled to Haddenham 
from Surrey yesterday morn¬ 
ing to take the children home 
with them. 

Andrew said: “We’re effec¬ 
tively homeless and I’m not 
sure what we’re going to do 
yet. The kids haven’t even got 
school uniforms now. We’ll 
just have to start again from 
scratch.” 

An investigation is being 
carried out.

Rapist jailed 
for 13 years

A “DANGEROUS” rapist who brutally at¬ 
tacked a woman in a dark alleyway has been 
jailed for 13 years. 

Stephen Bird, 40, followed his victim home 
from a Soham pub before pushing her to the 
floor and attacking her on August 12 last year. 

Bird, formerly of Gimbert Road, Soham, 
was drinking with the victim, aged in her 30s, 
before she refused his offer to walk her home. 

Christopher Morgan, prosecuting at Cam¬ 
bridge Crown Court, said: “The victim had 
been to a funeral that day and was in the pub 
with Bird. The defendant indicated he would 
like to get her into bed. He had put his arm 
around her in a way that she wasn’t happy 
with.” 

At about 10.30pm, the victim left The 
Fountain pub. As she was walking down an 
unlit alleyway, she heard Bird call her name 
and ask her to stop. 

She was then pushed to the ground and 
raped, but managed to push him off and run 
home. 

Bird was arrested and denied the offence. 
He was found guilty by a jury at Cambridge 
Crown Court on April 27. 

Gavin Irwin, mitigating, said Bird’s offend¬ 
ing had escalated following the death of his 
son in 2008. 

judge jonathan Haworth, sentencing him 
on Friday, called Bird a “dangerous” man.

He said: “This was a rape of the most seri¬ 
ous order. You targeted a vulnerable victim. I 
think you viewed her as a woman who could 
be yours regardless of who she was with.” 

Sergeant Matt Goodenough, said: “The 
sentence recognises the vile nature of Bird’s 
act and that he is considered to be a high risk 
to women. 

“His conviction would not have been pos¬ 
sible without the strength of character dis¬ 
played by the victim. Her evidence enabled 
the police to convict a dangerous offender 
and secure a substantial custodial sentence 
which will protect other women.”

Opposition to 
plans mounts 


PLANS to build a straw pel¬ 
letising plant in Ely’s conser¬ 
vation area are proving to be 
controversial. 

Norwich-based firm, Pelco 
Distribution, has applied 
to build the plant on land 
south-west of The Potter 
Group premises in Queen 
Adelaide Way. 

The company says that 
over the course of a year the 
plant, which would be 100m 
long and have a tower 47m 
high, would process around 
150,000 tonnes of wheat and 
oil seed rape straw gathered 
from farms within a 50-mile 
radius. 

Straw would be delivered 
to the site by HGVs before 
being converted into pellets 
and transported by rail to re¬ 
newable energy plants across 
the region. 

The company says that the 
principle of a pellet plant is 
“consistent with current and 
historical industrial, storage 
and warehousing uses on the 
site and adjacent land” - but 
residents disagree.

As previously reported, 
people, including members 
of the Ely Cycling Campaign, 
are worried about the extra 
HGV traffic that the develop¬ 
ment would bring. 

Residents are also worried 
about pollution, noise and 
the impact the plant could 
have on Ely’s conservation 
area - including the adjacent 
Roswell Pits, which is part of 
the Site of Special Scientific 
Interest and protected by 
the National Planning Policy 
Framework. 

Alex Scott, of Barton Road, 
has objected “based on the 
impact on wildlife and natu¬ 
ral resource located adjacent 
to the site.” He added: “An 
increase in vehicles access¬ 
ing the site would add to 
airborne pollution, which 
would impact on vegetation 
and other wildlife. Distur¬ 
bance levels could also have 


a negative impact on the nat¬ 
ural amenity.” 

In a letter to Ely News, Liz 
Hunter, of Prickwillow Road, 
said: “Noise and light have 
a cumulative effect on local 
residents and wildlife. The 
plant will operate 24 hours a 
day 365 days a year. We will 
bear the environmental costs 
of Norwich’s green fuel. Nor¬ 
wich’s gain will be Ely’s pain.” 

The City of Ely Council is 
also concerned and is re¬ 
questing that noise level 
guarantees and vehicle 
movements are addressed 
before any decision is made. 

Local county and district 
councillor Bill Hunt has 
“called in” the application, 
which means it will have 
to be heard by East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council’s 
planning committee.

Tougher new 
fly-grazing laws 


RESIDENTS can now take 
swifter action to resolve the 
problem of horses fly-graz¬ 
ing or being illegally aban¬ 
doned on their land. 

The new Control of Hors¬ 
es Act came into force in 
England on Tuesday giving 
landowners greater pow¬ 
ers to deal with horses on 
their land, but which are not 
theirs. 

The new law will deter and 
help to swiftly resolve cases 
of fly-grazing - the practice 
of placing horses on land 
without permission. 

It will bring England into 
line with Wales, which intro¬ 
duced a similar law in early 
2014, and may have led to 
the practice growing in Eng-

land where charities esti¬ 
mate the number of horses 
fly-grazed to be more than 
3,000 - causing misery for 
horses, communities and 
taxpayers. 

One case which highlights 
the true misery fly-grazing 
can cause is the tragic death 
of Thomas Allen from So- 
ham. 

Mr Allen was driving home 
on Christmas Eve 2012 with 
his girlfriend when his car 
hit one of five horses which 
had strayed onto the A14 at 
Sproughton in Suffolk. He 


died on Christmas Day. 

Horse owner Stacy Hum- 
phrys, who was responsible 
for between 30-40 horses, 
had been repeatedly warned 
about previous escapes 
from the field near the A14. 

Humphrys, of West Mead¬ 
ows travellers site in Ip¬ 
swich, was jailed at Ipswich 
Crown Court for two years 
and four months last year. 

Landowners can now take 
fly-grazed horses to a place 
of safety immediately, noti¬ 
fying local police within 24 
hours. 

If no owner is identified in 
four working days, the land- 
owner can take action such 
as re-homing the horses or 
selling them privately.

Dextrocardia, Situs Inversus 
and Primary Ciliary Dyskine¬ 
sia (PCD), which is a genetic 
disorder of the structure and/ 
or function of cilia, which are 
what help to keep the lungs 
clean and free from infection. 

Harrison had to have part of 
his right lung removed in 2010 
and suffers from chronic lung 
infections as a result of the 
condition - but that does not 
stop him living life to the full. 

Steffie said: “He was deter¬ 
mined he was going to run the 
18 laps. When we did a trial run 
at home a little while ago he 
managed the equivalent of five 
laps and I told him that 18 laps 
might be a bit too much. 

“But he was determined and 
trained every day. We actu¬ 
ally had to take him into A&E 
on Friday night as he had sus¬ 


pected pneumonia. Thankfully 
it wasn’t pneumonia but he did 
have a severe chest infection. 

“However, he managed to 
fight it off in time to complete 
his challenge, which has raised 
£1,400 for the foundation al¬ 
ready. We are so, so proud of 
him. 

“The atmosphere at the 
school was fantastic. All his 
classmates joined in, as did his 
teacher, Mrs True, and we had 
family and friends there sup¬ 
porting him. 

“Callum was also able to at¬ 
tend, despite having exams, 
which Harrison was over the 
moon with.

the arrangements a bit I think, follow 
our noses musically, a bit of attempted 
crowd participation too.

HERE'S something deliciously 
disturbing about Lee Madgwick's 
paintings. 

Under a looming, gloomy sky, a once- 
» grand house crumbles away, unloved and 
empty - at least you hope it's empty . . . 

In a sun-dappled wood, all seems well - 
until you spot the CCTV cameras peeping 
slyly through the trees. Amidst a golden 
cornfield, a hedge encloses a dense copse: 
an opening beckons you in, but all you 


want to do is turn and run. 

It's haunting stuff: is it really Lee's 
intention to scare the bejesus out of us? 
"No, not at all!" he says with a laugh. "I 
don't think they're all really sinister - just 
slightly eerie, slightly surreal. They're all 
familiar, yet have something extra going 
on - I've tried to add that mystery to them 
all." 

Lee's third solo show for Byard Art opens

today. Comprising 15 vast canvases ("I find 
it quite a struggle to do anything smaller"), 
each features the Ely artist's trademark 
dark skies and even darker suggested 
narratives. 

So where does all the moodiness 
come from? "I have no idea," he shrugs. 
"I've always liked the darker stories, films 
and books from quite an early age, so I 
suppose it's always been there. But as 
soon as I started painting, that's when my 
imagination went a bit mad and wild." 

Born in King's Lynn in 1980, Lee was 
drawing as soon as he could stand up ("I 
always had a pencil in my hand"), and 
his talent was spotted at school - his very 
first commission, aged 14, came from his 
headmaster. "He paid me £60 for five local 
scenes in King's Lynn," recalls Lee. "My 
friends all thought it was a bit weird." 

His intricate pen and ink drawings 
led to more commissions, yet Lee never 
considered going to art school, choosing 
instead to do a graphic design degree in 
Norwich with a view to getting a job in 
advertising. But a couple of stints of work 
experience revealed that life stuck in front 
of a computer wasn't for him. "It just didn't 
feel right," he says, "so I fell back into my 
hobby." 

Within two years that hobby - painting 
- had become a full-time career and, in 
the last eight years, Lee has exhibited his 
work everywhere from Amsterdam to New 
York, picking up prestigious awards along 
the way. What's more, earlier this year he 
was "very, very pleased" to be elected as a 
member of the distinguished Royal Society 
of British Artists. You can see what won 
them over. 

Lee begins by painting his skies with his 
fingers, hands "and, strangely enough a car 
sponge! Because they're water-mixable oil 
skies, they need to be dried several weeks 
in advance, which can be a bit irritating 
if I want to get started on it straightaway." 
Even at this early stage, he knows what 
subject he'll paint (in acrylic) on each 
canvas, "but they evolve, so they can be 
completely different to how I sketched 
them out in the first place". 

Much of his work is commissions - does 
he ever do nicey-nicey paintings? "No, 
luckily most people understand me, so 
I'm very pleased with that. I would say a 
good nine out of 10 will say 'This is all up 
to you'." 


If it's to be of a client's house, he'll ask 
for photographs or go and visit, "and I'll 
tell them roughly how it should look, and 
they're usually pleased with it." Even if 
it looks derelict? "Lots of people do ask 
for that, which is fantastic," he says. "I've 
painted some lovely, lovely houses, and it's 
always a pleasure to rough them up!" 

When he's not painting, Lee's touring 
the countryside for inspiration, armed with 
his trusty camera and his (extremely lucky) 
cocker spaniel, Ochre. 

"We go out on long country walks, so 
she's very spoilt," he says. "My wife's a 
painter as well, so if there's anything on 
the side of the road we just pull over in the 
car and just snap away: any derelict barn 
or house, or if there's a stunning view, or 
a woodland, or if the light plays well in a 
certain view, I'll get that. . ." 

Lunnily enough he met his wife, Beckie 
Reed, at Byard Art ("she was working there 
part-time, and I saw some of her paintings 
hanging there and said I really liked them") 
so it seems fitting that he's back at the 
King's Parade gallery again. 

Does he have a favourite painting at this 
show? "That's a tough one. I do quite like 
Breaking News, the Luntown piece, purely 
because it's so different to my normal 
pieces. With all my others they're all very 
still, which I really like, but this one is 
more dramatic and there's movement in 
it." 

He's also rather fond of The Red Mount, 
an actual building that's been transposed 
into a rural setting: "It's in a park in the 
town centre in King's Lynn," he confides. 
"I've always wanted to paint it." 

So why should people come to the 
show? "The size of the canvases is 
probably important," he says. "They're 
all about a meter squared and larger, so 
hopefully the impact will be there in the 
flesh. 

"And it's nice to see them as a collection. 
Each piece has its own narrative, but they 
all work together quite well. You're on a 
pilgrimage, or a bit of a journey, as you 
walk from piece to piece: it's like you're 
walking through a particular landscape, a 
world that you know of - it's quite familiar 
- yet there's something not quite right with 
the whole thing." 

So if you see people leaving Byard Art 
ashen-faced and goose-pimpled over the 
next three weeks, now you'll know why . ..

Crushing car facts

H PI CrushWatch, from vehicle 

history check expert HPI, saved 
more than £56 million worth of 
vehicles that were being driven without 
insurance from being crushed at the 
instruction of the police in 2014. 

Shockingly, supercars and prestige 
vehicles are often being driven by 
insurance evaders. However, popular, 
high volume makes of car, such as 
Vauxhall and Ford top the culprit's 
chart. 

The highest value vehicle HPI 
CrushWatch identified in 2014, was 
a Lamborghini Aventador worth 
£309,000. Rolls-Royce, Bentley and 
Lamborghini vehicles dominated the list 
of top 10 highest value cars recoveries. 
Owners of the Vauxhall Corsa and 
Vauxhall Astra are the most likely to 
drive uninsured, with nearly 1,000 of 
these models being reclaimed in 2014. 
The Ford Focus came in third, with the 
Fiesta in fourth, showing that popular, 
mid-range vehicles are frequently 
hitting the HPI CrushWatch register. 

Working under the umbrella of 
the Finance & Leasing Association's 
(FLA) Vehicle Recovery Scheme, HPI 
CrushWatch brings together motor 
lenders and law enforcement agencies 
to enable lenders to reclaim uninsured 
cars which could have been sold on 
or scrapped by the police without 
their knowledge.

T HE Volkswagen Golf 
and Passat models have 
been praised by vehicle 
safety experts at the Thatcham 
Research Centre, who have 
seen a 45 per cent drop in 
third party personal injury 
insurance claims thanks to the 
fitment of auto-emergency 
braking systems. 

The latest generation Golf 
went on sale in the UK in 
January 2013. All except 
for the entry-level S models 
have Adaptive Cruise Control 
(ACC) as standard, with ACC 
including the radar sensor 
controlled distance monitoring 
system Front Assist, as well as 
city emergency braking and 
cruise control. Since launch, 
third party injury claims on 
the latest Golf are 45 per cent 
lower than for the equivalent 
'Small Family Car Control 
Group'. 

Matthew Avery, Director of 
Safety at Thatcham Research, 
said: "These findings are based 
on the equivalent of more 
than 7,000 Mk VII Golf models 
insured for a full 12 months 
on the road, and come from 
claims data from our insurance 
members. When we saw 
figures based on an initial small 
sample, we were surprised, 
as they exceeded our own 
performance testing. However 
the figures held up, even after 
almost doubling the sample 
group, and have therefore 
given us a glimpse of what 
safety on UK roads could look

like in the future." 

Although such systems 
are not new, it was the Golf 
that 'democratised safety' 
and brought ACC to a wide 
audience. The system operates 
over a speed range from 
30 to 160km/h (approx. 18 
to 99mph) with a manual 
gearbox and with DSG. In 
vehicles with DSG, it can 
intervene to such an extent 
that the car may be slowed 
to a complete standstill. In 
normal driving ACC maintains 
a preselected speed and a 
defined distance to the vehicle 
ahead, and it automatically 
brakes or accelerates in flowing 
traffic. Front Assist continually 
monitors the distance to the 
traffic ahead and assists the 
driver in critical situations by 
preconditioning the brake 
system and alerting the driver 
to any required reactions by 
means of visual and audible 
warnings. If the driver fails 
to brake hard enough, the 
system automatically generates 
sufficient braking force to help 
avoid a collision. Should the 


driver not react at all, Front 
Assist automatically slows the 
car so that the speed of any 
impact is minimised. The 
system also assists the driver 
by an alert if the car is getting 
too close to the vehicle in 
front. The city emergency 
braking function is also part 
of Front Assist and operates at 
speeds below 30km/h (approx. 
18mph). 

The new Passat which went 
on sale in the UK in January 
also now has ACC as standard 
on all but S models. With a 
further developed system, as 
well as the ability to detect 
pedestrians, early indications 
from Thatcham are that the 
reductions in accidents could 
be even more significant. 

ACC is also available on other 
models including the Polo and 
Touareg, while city emergency 
braking is offered on the up! 
city car.
